(3) That this conference stands 
unalterably committed te the doc- 
trine of provincial rights. 
Probably no better expression could 

be given of the views of the Liberal 
party in regard to this important 
matter than the resolutions quoted. 
It is no discredit to Methodists or 
other denominations to say that the 
discovery of the existence of whajlii 
has come to be known as “provinciai 


rights” must be credited to the 
Jeaders of Liberalism and that the 
long and bitter fights which have 


been waged in assertion and defence 
of these principles have been 6orne 
by the Liberal party. It is because 
of the warfare which was begun and 
bas been continued by the Liberals
